TOWN WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
Worcester, ss: 


To either constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting : 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town, qualified 
by law to vote in elections and in town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall, on Monday, the second day of March next, punctually at 
9 o'clock in the forenoon, (the polls may be closed at one o’clock 
in the afternoon on said day of meeting), to act upon the follow- 
ing articles, namely : 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. ‘The following officers to be voted for: Town clerk, 
treasurer, collector, auditor, selectmen, one road commissioner for 
three years, overseers of poor, board of health, fence viewers, one 
assessor to serve three years, one member of the school committee 
to serve for three years, five constables, one trusee of public library 
to serve three years, one park commissioner to serve three years, 
one tree warden to serve for one year; and a surveyor of lumber 
for one year; also to bring in their ballots, ‘Yes’ or “No” in 
answer to the question: ‘‘Shall licenses be granted in this town 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors ?”’ 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the select- 
men, overseers of the poor, school committee, engineers of the 
fire department, and any other officers and committees of said 
town. 
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Article 4. To raise such sum or sums of money as may be 
deemed necessary to defray town charges for the year ensuing, and 
appropriate the same. 


Article 5. To see if the town will instruct the treasurer to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes, the same to be paid from 
the taxes of 1908. 


Article 6. To see if the town will appropriate fifty dollars 
toward defraying the expense of Memorial day. 


Article 7. To see if any discount will be allowed on taxes 
paid on or before the first of September, or take any action in 
relation to the same. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what compensation the town will allow 
the collector of taxes for his services. 


Article 10. T'o see if the town will authorize the selectmen — 
to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to locate one addi- 
tional hydrant and appropriate money therefor. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to install a steam 
gong for fire signals in connection with the Draper Company 
steam plant, raise and appropriate money for same, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to enlarge and re- 
model the hose house, raise and appropriate money for this pur- 
pose, appoint a committee to attend to this matter, or take any 
action in relation to the same. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to enlarge its high 
school building by constructing an addition thereto, appoint a 
committee to have charge of said construction, and raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or take any other action in rela- 
tion to the foregoing. 


Article 15. To vote yes or no by ballot upon the following 
question :—‘‘Shall sections fifty-eight to sixty-four, inclusive, of 
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chapter forty-eight of the Revised Laws, relative to jurisdiction of 
towns over highways and county bridges, be accepted ?” 


Article 16. To see if the town will vote to construct North- 
rop street and authorize the road commissioners to make a con- 
tract in the name of the town for such construction, and raise and 
appropriate money for the same, or take any action in relation 
to the construction of said Northrop street. 


Article 17. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
money for the repair of Main street or any portion thereof, or for 
any alteration or re-location of the same that may be hereafter 
voted by the town, or take any other action in relation to the fore- 
going. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to construct sewers 
and main drains in Main street and streets leading therefrom, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor, authorize the road com- 
missioners to contract such construction in the name and behalf 
of the town or take any other action in relation to the construction 
of sewers and main drains. 

And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by post- 
ing up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in 
said town, sevén days at least before the time set for said meeting.

Pursuant to warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town

Article 1. Mr. F. J. Dutcher was chosen moderator with 
the use of the check list. 


Voted: That Article 15 be brought up next in order that the

Article 2. The polls being declared open, balloting for town 
officers, for “Yes” and “No” in answer to the question “Shall 
licenses be granted in this town for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors?” and the question ‘Shall sections fifty-eight to sixty-four | 
inclusive, of chapter forty-eight of the Revised Laws relative to 
jurisdiction of towns over highways and county bridges,” be 
accepted? then proceeded. 


Article 3. Voted: That the report of the selectmen, over- 
seers of poor, school committee, engineers of the fire department, 
and all other officers of the town be accepted as printed. 


Article 4. Voted: That the chair appoint a finance com- 
mitee of nine, who shall retire, and recommend a list of appro- 
priations for the year ensuing. 

The chair appointed the following persons to serve on this 
committee: Clare H. Draper, sec., Eben D. Bancroft, Frank H. 
French, E. A. Darling, chairman, Frank J. Dutcher, Eben S. 
Draper, Lewis B. Gaskill, Frank J. Dutcher, Charles E. Pierce. 
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Voted: To accept the report of the above Committee as read 
by the Secretary Clare H. Draper and act upon the same item by 
item. |

Article 5. Voted: That for the purpose of procuring a tem- 
porary loan to and for the use of the town of Hopedale, in antici- 
pation of the taxes for the present municipal year, the town treas- 
urer is hereby authorized and directed to borrow from time to 
time, with the approval of the majority of the board of selectmen, 
a sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate $30,000 (thirty 
thousand dollars), and to execute and deliver the note or notes 
of the town therefor, payable within one year from the time the 
loan is made. Any debt or debts incurred by a loan or loans to 
the town under this vote shall be paid from the said taxes of the 
present municipal year. 


Article 6. Onmotion of Mr. Eben S. Draper it was 
Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of $50.00 to defray 
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the expenses of Memorial day, said amount to be paid to Post 22, 
GAR: 


Article 7. On motion of Mr. E. A. Darling it was 


Voted: To allow a discount of two per cent. on all taxes 
paid on or before September Ist. 


Article 8. On motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft it was 


Voted: To turn over to the library the money refunded to 
the town from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. On motion of Mr. Eben S. Draper it was 


Voted: That the collector of taxes be allowed one-half of 
one per cent. for his services. 


Article 10. On motion of Mr. E. A. Darling it was 


Voted: To authorize the selectmen to take charge of all legal 
proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 11. On motion of Mr. E. A. Darling it was 


Voted: To locate one additional hydrant (the appropriation 
necessary for this being cared for under the general appropriations 
of water for fire purposes). ° 


Article 12. On motion of Mr. S. E. Kellogg it was 

Voted: That the town install a steam gong for fire signals in 
connection with the Draper Company steam plant, and that the 
sum of $500.00 be raised and appropriated therefor. 


Article 13. On motion of Mr. S. E. Kellogg, and amended 
by Messrs. E. D. Bancroft and Eben S. Draper, it was 

Voted: That a committee be appointed to look up the matter 
of enlarging and remodeling the hose house and report on the 
same at a meeting to be held in the near future. A committee 
comprising the fire engineers, Mr. Eben D. Bancroft and Mr. 
Eben S. Draper were appointed to take this matter in charge. 


Article 14. After remarks at length by Mr. F. W. Pratt in- 
favor of a new high school building, and by Mr. Eben S. Draper 
and Mr. F. J. Dutcher, in favor of enlarging the present high 
school building, it was on motion of Mr. F. J. Dutcher 

Voted: That the town enlarge its high school building by con- 
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structing an addition thereto (that the school committee and se- 
lectmen be a committee of the town to carry out the aforesaid 
vote), and that the sum of $22,000.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the same. 


Article 15. The result of the balloting showed that sections 
fifty-eight to sixty-four, inclusive, of chapter forty-eight of the 
Revised Laws, relative to jurisdiction of towns over highways and 
county bridges stood as follows, Acceptance 88, Reject 5. 


Article 16. On motion of Mr. Clare H. Draper, it was 

Voted: That the town do construct Northrop street in ac- 
cordance with the laying out heretofore accepted and allowed by 
the town, and that the sum of $10,000.00 be raised and appro- 
priated therefor, and that the road commissioners be authorized 
and empowered to make a contract in the name and behalf of the 
town for such construction. 


Article 17. On motion of Mr. Clare H. Draper it was 

Voted: That $10,000.00 be raised and appropriated to be 
expended by the road commissioners in the repair of Main street 
or such portion thereof as they may deem wise, or for altering 
or relocating the same if any alteration or relocation thereof be 
hereafter accepted by the town, and that the commissioners be 
authorized to make such repairs, alteration or relocation under a 
contract to be entered into by them in the name and behalf of 
the town. 


Article 18. On motion of Mr. Clare H. Draper it was 

Voted: That the sum of $4,000.00 be raised and appropriated 
for the purpose of construcing sewers and main drains in Main 
street and streets connecting therewith, the same to be laid and 
constructed under the direction of the road commissioners and 
on such streets and in such places as in their judgment the interests 
of the town require, and that the road commissioners be author- 
ized and empowered to contract any or all of the work of construct- , 
ing such sewers and main drains in the name and behalf of the 
town, if they deem it to be for the interests of the town. 


Voted: To close the polls at one o’clock p. m, 
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Punctually at one o’clock the polls were declared closed, the 
ballots cast were counted, and the result declared as follows:

Voted: That the engineers of the fire department shall per- 
form the duties and exercise the powers of forest wardens with 
respect to forest fires, as permitted in Section 2 of Chapter 475, 
Acts of 1907. 


Article 4. On motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft it was 

Voted: Unanimously that the report of the committee be ac- 
cepted and that the same committee be and hereby is constituted 
as committee of the town with full authority to enlarge and 
alter the engine house substantially in accordance with said re- 
port, to acquire such land or interest in such land as may be 
necessary or convenient therefor and that the sum of $6,300.00 be 
hereby raised and appropriated for the aforesaid purpose. 


Article 5. On motion of Mr. E. D. Bancroft it was 

Voted: That the committee having in charge the enlarge- 
ment and alterations of the high school building be and hereby 
are authorized and empowered in behalf of the téwn to acquire 
such land or interest in land and upon such terms and conditions 
as it may deem necessary and for the advantage of the town, and 
to do all things that it may consider necessary for the suitable 
disposal of the sewage from the said school building, and to pay 
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therefor from the money appropriated for said enlargement and 
alterations of the high school building.

CONTRACT FOR SEWER CONNECTIONS. 
Chapter 281, Acts of 1908. 


This agreement, made under the provisions of Chapter 281 
of the Acts of 1908 by and between the Town of Hopedale and 
the Town of Milford, both municipal corporations within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, witnesseth : 

Said town of Milford agrees to extend its Main street sewer 
to the Hopedale town line so that connections may be made at 
that point with the sewers within the town of Hopedale, as herein 
provided, on or before November Ist, 1908, and after said con- 
nection is made, to receive and dispose of the sewage entering 
said Main street sewer from that portion of the town of Hopedale 
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comprised within the plan filed in accordance with the provi- 
sions of said Chapter 281, without charge or expense to the town 
of Hopedale other than is provided by this agreement, and said 
Chapter 281. 

Said town of Hopedale agrees that all its main drains and 
common sewers that shall connect with the said Milford sewers 
shall be built under the direction or subject to the approval of 
the engineer in charge of the construction of the sewerage sys- 
tem within said town of Milford, and no connections shall be 
made with said Milford sewer until said construction in the town 
of Hopedale has been approved as aforesaid by said engineer, 
and that the same shall be used for the disposal of sewage only, 
and not for surface water or other drainage. 

Said town of Hopedale further agrees that no sewers shall 
be connected with said common drains and sewers that connect 
with said Milford sewer, receiving sewage from any point not 
within the territory shown on aforesaid plan. 


It is also agreed as follows :— 

The rules and regulations of the Milford sewer department 
for the time being relating to the construction of particular 
sewers and their entrances into the common sewers, and for per- 
mits to enter the same, and relating to the use of such particular 
sewers, shall be applicable to the sewers in the town of Hopedale 
that are connected with the sewerage system of the town of Mil- 
ford under the agreement, and all applications made for the con- 
struction of particular sewers and their connection with said 
common sewers within the town of Hopedale shall be made to 
the sewer commisisoners of the town of Milford, the same as 
are made for connection within said town of Milford; but all 
such applications within the town of Hopedale shall be counter- 
signed by the board of road commissioners of said town of Hope- 
dale, or such other officers of said town as have charge of the 
sewers therein. 

The care, maintenance and flushing of the common sewers 
within the town of Hopedale shall be done by the town of Hope- 
dale through its proper officers and agents, but such flushing, 
care and other things as are required on said common sewers in 
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order to maintain their proper working in connection with the 
sewerage system of the town of Milford, shall be done by said 
town of Hopedale at such times, in such manner, and to such 
extent, as shall be directed by the sewer commissioners or super- 
intendent of sewers for said town of Milford. 


The town of Hopedale agrees to pay to the town of Milford 
as soon as connection is made with the main sewer of the town 
of Milford, and in any event within three months from the time 
said Main street sewer in the town of Milford is extended to the 
Hopedale town line so that connection may be made, the sum of 
two thousand ($2,000) dollars, such sum being the payment 
provided for in said chapter, and said town further agrees to 
pay as the yearly rental provided in said chapter, the sum of five 
($5) dollars per year for each single family house that shall be 
connected with said common sewer within the town of Hope- 
dale, and ten ($10) dollars per year for each two family or two 
tenement house, and for any hotel or other building not within 
the aforesaid descriptions, such yearly rental as shall be agreed 
upon by the board of sewer commissioners of the town of Milford 
and the road commissioners or other board of officers of the town 
of Hopedale having charge of sewers; and in case said boards 
shall fail to agree, then such yearly rental as shall be determined 
and certified in writing by three arbitrators, one to be appointed 
by the sewer commissioners of the town of Milford, one by the 
road commissioners or other board of officers of the town of 
‘Hopedale, the third to be selected by these two. 

Said yearly rental shall be paid by the town of Hopedale 
to the town of Milford each year, commencing in the year 1909, 
on or before the first day of September, for all connections that 
have been made on or before the first day of August preceding, 
without any apportionment of such yearly rental; and between 
said first day of August and the tenth day thereof the road com- 
missioners, or board of officers of the town of Hopedale having 
in charge the sewers therein, shall make a return, signed by said 
board, to the sewer commissioners of the town of Milford of all 
the particular connections with said common sewers that existed 
on said first day of August within the town of Hopedale, giving 
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the name of the owner of the property connected and the descrip- 
tion of such property. 

After the filing of said return, and before the twentieth day 
of August, a bill shall be rendered to the town of Hopedale for 
the yearly rental, which bill shall be certified by the sewer com- 
missioners of the town of Milford. 

If for the purpose of disposing of sewage from some portion 
of the territory comprised in the before-referred to plan, it shall 
be deemed advisable by the town of Hopedale to make another 
main connection or other main connections with the sewetage 
system of the town of Milford at some other point or points in 
addition to said Main street connection above provided for, such 
connection or connections shall be made upon the same terms 
and conditions, except the initial payment for each additional 
main connection shall be such sum as may be then agreed upon, 
not exceeding two thousand ($2,000) dollars, and such additional 
main connections shall be subject to the same rules and restric- 
tions and the same yearly rental, to be measured according to 
the particular sewers connecting with said additional main 
sewer, as are herein provided for said Main street connection ; 
but said town of Milford shall not be compelled to make any 
extension of its sewer mains to any point for the purpose of per- 
mitting or providing for other connections with the sewers of said 
town of Hopedale.

Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of Mas- 
sachusetts, Vol. I, Chap. 29. 


SECTION 3. Physicians and midwives shall on or before the 
fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or town 
a correct list of all children born therein during the preceding 
month at whose birth they were present, stating the date and place 
of each birth, the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and 
the name, place of birth, and residence of the parents, the maiden 
name of the mother, and the occupation of the father. If the 
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child is illegitimate, the name of, and other facts relating to, the 
father shall not be stated, except at the request in writing of both 
father and mother, filed with the return. The fee of the physi- 
cian or midwife shall be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported 
which shall be paid by the city or town where the report is made, 
upon presentation to the city or town treasurer of a certificate 
from the city or town clerk stating that said births have been 
properly reported to him. A physician or midwife who neglects 
to report such lists on or before the fifteenth day of the month 
shall for each offence forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


SEecTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

The Park Commissioners submit herewith their tenth annual 
report for the year ending December 31, 1908. 


During the past year the playground, bath house and various 
other public utilities were patronized more than ever before ; possi- 
bly in view of the business depression, and the fact that large 
numbers of people were employed on short time. 


The bath house shows a record of 6,370 baths, as against 
4,768 the previous year. ‘This is by far the largest record since 
the bath house was opened; 750 of these were women and girls, 
and 5,620 were men and boys. ‘The largest number of men and 
boys in one day, 133 ; women and girls, 48. 


In view of the large number coming to the bath house at 
one time on hot days, and of the fact that the lockers have not 
all been rented, the Park Commissioners had four of the lockers 
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removed and four new dressing rooms added, thereby materially 
increasing the effectiveness of the bath house. It was difficult on 
some hot days to make parties realize that it was not the duty of 
the Town to provide a bath house large enough to take care of 
the entire township at one time. 


We were obliged to replace the water supply pipe at the bath 
house, as the drinking water through the long iron pipe was so 
thoroughly impregnated with oxide of iron that it developed into 
an iron tonic, rather than plain drinking water. 


The tool house, which was given the park department by the 
Draper Company some two years ago, was reshingled and repaired, 
and is now in good condition. 


Feed for the game birds, as well as song birds, has been 
distributed through the winter by the Park superintendent, and 
this has done much to preserve them on our premises, as well as to 
save them from starving under severe conditions after heavy 
storms. 


The planks for use during the winter for skaters and others 
are kept in order, and where available, and have again saved at 
least one life by being provided. 


Danger signs for use in the skating season have been fur- 
nished by the Park Department, but the Park Commissioners wish 
it distinctly understood that the town assumes no responsibility 
whatever as to safety, and that in view of the ice cutting and other 
conditions, skaters and others using the pond during the winter 
should observe at least reasonable care. 


The Adin street lot has been kept up, and the expense on 
this, as well as the credit, is shown in an account entirely distinct 
from the regular Park expenses. 


We have continued to give attention to the mosquito problem 
in the way of eliminating the breeding spots. 


The eighth annual field day of the Draper Company em- 
ployees was held August 15th, and as usual was well conducted, 
and a great success in every way. It was estimated that nearly 
or quite 3,000 people attended.

In view of the large number of people using the paths 
through the Park territory about the pond, seats with a shelter in 
connection were built at the summit of our Darling Hill terri- 


tory. 
We recommend an appropriation of $2,500 the coming year.

The past year has been an important one in the School De- 


partment in many respects. 


A few changes were made at the end of the Spring term inour 


Mr. John K. Fenner was elected Principal of 
the High school in place of Mr. Thomas H. Kenworthy, who had 
resigned; Miss J. Angelina Smith returned after a year’s absence 


to take charge of the two Grammar School buildings; Mrs. Edna 
S. Clark was elected to take charge of the Kindergarten in 
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place of Miss Bertha M. Bennett, who resigned; and in view 
of the largely increased number at the South Hopedale school 
Miss Lila B. Leach was engaged to act as assistant to Miss 
Euphemia K. Potts. 

Mr. Herbert F. Taylor, who had served us as Superintendent 
for about six years, resigned to accept an opening in a single town 
where he made an advance professionally, and Mr. F. G. Atwell 
of Baldwinville, Mass., was unanimously elected by the joint com- 
mittee to fill the vacancy for the balance of the year. Mr. Atwell 
has had successful experience and the schools under his manage- 
ment are making good progress. We call special attention of the 
tax payers to the suggestions in his report. 

The most important expenditure of the year has been in con- 
nection with the addition to the High school building. The 
separate report of the building committee will show the de- 
tails of the expense involved. The school was given tempo- 
rary quarters for two months through courtesy of the Draper Com- 
pany in the Park House, and was able to move into the new build- 
ing the last of October. As far as we can judge, the present 
accommodations are satisfactory and will meet the requirements of 
the town for some years, allowing for natural growth. In this 
addition to the High school building, provision has been made in 
the basement for manual training in case the town should decide to 
have such work added to the school course. 

We recommend for the coming year an appropriation of 
$15,000 to cover all usual school expenses, and an additional ap- 
propriation of $1,000 in case it is thought best to add manual 
training for the boys.

School Committee. 
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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 
COMMITTEE. 


On recommendation of the School Committee at the March 
meeting, 1908, it was voted to add to the present High school 
building in accordance with plans which had been prepared by Mr. 
Robert Allen Cook, Architect. An appropriation of $22,000 was 
made to cover the addition together with proposed sewer, and 
also such additional furniture as might be needed for the building. 
A special committee composed of the Board of Selectmen and the 
Board of School Committee was given full charge and bids were 
obtained as soon as practicable on completion of the working plans 
and specifications. When these bids came in, it developed that 
the lowest figure was quite a large amount in excess of the esti- 
mate which had been prepared for the school committee, and on 
basis of which the appropriation had been made. Reductions 
were made as far as practicable in certain directions, and con- 
tracts were then placed with the lowest bidders. The details of 
the expenses are shown herewith in the list of items. 

The general outside construction followed the lines of the 
old building and the committee feel that the appearance of the 
building is improved by the addition. 

Work was commenced by the contractors before the end of 
the Spring term in June and was completed the last of October. 
We feel that great credit is due to the various contractors and ar- 
chitect that we were able to have the building turned over to us 
and the school moved back in so short a time.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF HOPEDALE :— 


The fifteenth annual report of the superintendent of schools 
is herewith presented. 

An acquaintance of only a few weeks with your schools does 
not justify so positive statements nor so strenuous recommenda- 
tions as might be permissible under other circumstances. 

The first definite impression I received of your schools, after 
noting your fine, well-kept buildings and grounds, was the happy, 
healthy condition of the children. The primary cause of this 
physical well-being will undoubtedly be found in the character of 
the homes, but the abundant provision which the town has made 
for free outdoor play and supervised bathing and sports must also 
have exerted a potent influence. Very few towns are doing so 
much for its young people or offering so many advantages as 
Hopedale. 

It seems to be a common desire of American parents to make 
the pathway of their children smooth and easy and joyous. This 
is all beautiful, and it is commendable, provided the fundamental 
laws of child growth and development are not overlooked. Ever 
since the parable of the talents was spoken every opportunity has 
carried with it a corresponding obligation, first to appreciate and 
then to make the wisest possible use of it. It is a law of nature 
that strength of body or mind comes only through exercise. There 
is nothing vicarious about it. No effort of teacher, parent, or 
municipality can take the place of individual exertion. There is 
no help like self-help. 

The high school building as remodeled and enlarged is well 
adapted to the purposes for which.it is designed. ‘The new course 
of study contains all the subjects usually offered in a college pre- 
paratory course and in an English or general course, besides music, 
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drawing, and several commercial subjects. In order to cover all 
of these subjects in a satisfactory manner the teaching force should 
be increased. There is room in the building for the introduction 
of cooking for the girls and bench work for the boys, and this 
suggests the whole subject of industrial training for consideration. 

Industrial training controlled by the scholastic spirit and 
methods does not seem to me to promise very much. But if the in- 
dustrial spirit can in some way be introduced into our present 
scholastic work, it will be the best possible preparation for in- 
dustrial training of real value later. 

There is a certain amount of knowledge, mental discipline, and 
character development which is essential to all right living, and 
the first duty of the public schools is to supply these fundamentals 
in order to make of every child a safe and desirable citizen. This 
training constitutes the minimum preparation for his existence as 
a moral and intellectual being. 

There is another kind of training which relates more direct- 
ly to the material side of life. Every child should be given an ele- 
mentary knowledge of materials, tools, and processes. He should 
acquire a certain muscular discipline and industrial common sense 
which are necessary to all forms of manual labor whether skilled 
or unskilled. The public schools should make provision for such 
elementary, non-specialized industrial training as will prepare the 
student for apprenticeship or for a vocational school. 

Trade or vocational schools in which the child may learn to 
make shoes or cloth or machinery and technical schools in which he 
may learn to oversee and direct the making of any of these, are 
for the present far outside the scope of the public schools, at least, 
in the smaller towns. | 

It is the introduction of elementary, non-specialized indus- 
trial training which I wish to recommend at this time. I would 
like to see something introduced which will take advantage of the 
interests and aptitudes of each child; something which will com- 
pel teachers to regard the child’s training for life from the indus- 
trial view-point and in the industrial spirit as well as the scholas- 
tic; something which will unite the home and the school in the 
common duty of preparing the child to make a living and a life. 

The home garden in distinction from the school garden fur- 
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nishes the suggestion and contains the principle which I have in 
mind. ‘To the home garden a great number of home industries 
might be added. Poultry raising would be practicable for some 
boys, furnishing many an opportunity for reading, construction, 
bookkeeping, and business management. Carpentry, photography, 
typewriting, and various forms of. collecting might be added to 
the list. Among the subjects especially adapted to girls are cook- 
ing, sewing, and household economy. 

These home industries may be conducted so as to provide 
much valuable training both industrial and intellectual. They 
should be under the combined directionof the home and the school. 
The pupil should give frequent oral and written descriptions of 
his operations. His accounts and products should be submitted 
from time to time, and an annual exhibition should be held. In- 
stead of cash prizes for two or three of the most successful, due 
credit, which ought to count towards promotion, should be given 
to every exhibitor. 

In my opinion the benefits to be derived from a wise corre- 
lation of homeand school activities are numerous and varied. The 
interaction between mental and manual development is so strong 
that the progress of the pupil in his regular school work would be 
more rapid, and he might easily gain a year’s time. The pupil 
would find in these home industries pleasant, healthful, and prof- 
itable occupation, which in some cases would be a great moral pro- 
tection. The motor-minded child, often unjustly condemned as 
slow or dull, could here enter into successful and encouraging com- 
petition with those bright children who know books only. Home 
industries under school supervision furnish an opportunity to es- 
tablish the right relation between facts and acts, learning and 
doing, theory and practice, to blend the scholastic and the indus- 
trial, and to prepare the way for any form of manual or vocational 
training which may follow. 

In closing I wish to express sincere gratitude for the spirit 
of kindness, cordiality, and helpfulness which I have met on every 
hand.

The principal and assistant teachers enter heartily into the 
spirit of the work, which adds much to the pleasure and interest 
of the music period. 

The High school pupils furnished the entertainment at a 
recent church affair, and they won many words of praise for their 
excellent work. . | 

I feel that we are progressing and improving, and I desire to 
thank the teachers, upon whom the largest share of the teaching 
falls, for their intelligent co-operation. :

DRAWING TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Mr. F. G. ATWELL, Superintendent of Schools: 


Dear Sir :— 


Following the general statement I made last year concern- 
ing a course in drawing for public schools, it may be well to make 
this report more specific. 

In all grades certain branches of the work receive attention 
alike: drawing from nature, relative to the seasons; color; object 
drawing; and design. Emphasis is placed, in the lower grades, 
upon illustrative drawing and constructive work. For the upper 
grades much attention is given to the subject of lettering, and my 
outline includes the working of simple geometric problems. 

The plan for the High school carries on the work of the 
grades in a more advanced way, and aims at a greater degree of 
perfection in all divisions of the subject. Drawing being required 
during the first two years, the work. is divided systematically, but 
the last two years it is elective, and more time is given to special- 
izing, as in design and its application to leather and stencils. For 
the boys of the advanced classes there is a course in mechanical 
drawing, instrumental drawing being started in the lower classes. 

In the South Hopedale school, the general plan is followed as 
for the grades, with a grouping of classes that seems best for the 
work in hand. 

The pupils in all the schools seem interested and are respon- 
sive, and I am pleased with the advance they are making, which is 
due in no small measure, in the grades, to the efficient help of the 
teachers.

If 
each citizen will bear this in mind and do his share in the 
matter the library will eventually contain a more complete 
history of our town than can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion 
that will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the twenty-third annual report and the ninth from the new 
building. 

The report of the librarian, which follows, gives the financial 
statements, also the facts which must be of interest to the citizens 
of the town. 

The year 1908 has been a very successful one for our library, 
as can be judged from the figures and facts given below. 

New electric lights are being installed. After some weeks 
of experimenting and careful consideration, we have decided to 
make the change, since we are assured an increase of light and 
a decrease of expense. 

A new stack, like the one for recent magazines, has been 
ordered for the History alcove, as the number of books in that 
department has increased so the shelves have become crowded and 
some increase in room was imperative. 

Nothing unusual has occurred this year, as has happened in 
some years, but perhaps the greatest change has been in our work 
on the government documents. Our report of a year ago told of 
the start in the work, great progress has been made this year 
and during 1909 we hope to get the department in a practical, 
working condition. 

The excellent, careful work of the librarian has continued, 
and has been seconded by the faithful work of her assistants, 
so the library. has been able to minister to the wants of its patrons, 
to keep up the traditions that have grown up through past years 
of courtesy and helpfulness along all the lines of its work, and 
more books have been taken from the library during 1908 than 
in any previous year. 
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It has been our habit for more than eight years to put new 
books upon our shelves every alternate Saturday, and since this 
plan has been adopted, the librarian has never failed to get the 
requisite number ready, approved, catalogued and upon the 
shelves at the appointed time. The trustees wish to call atten- 
tion to this fact of promptness and faithfulness, appreciated also 
by the people, and to publicly express thanks for this and the 
many other carefully executed plans by which our library has 
won the success it now claims, and all this has been won by the 
painstaking and capable management of the librarian.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 3 


The librarian respectfully submits her second annual re- 
port :— 
CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open 307 days for the circulation of 
books, with an average of 74 books each day. The largest circu- 
lation of any one day was 180 books on March 7, the smallest, 
21 books, on July 8. 

The total circulation this year, 22,551 volumes, is the largest 
in the history of the library, exceeding last year by 1,125 volumes, 
and lacking only 901 books of being double the circulation of ten 
years ago, the last year in the old library rooms, at the Town Hall. 
The juvenile circulation has increased from nearly a fifth of the 
total circulation last year to more than a fifth this year. The 
per cent. of fiction drawn is 72, of this 45 per cent. of the adult 
fiction is from the recently published one week collection. The 
record of the circulation this year has been kept by classes, and 
these statistics will be found appended to this report. 


READING Room. 


The reading room has been open 307 week days with 9,201 
visitors, an average of 29 each day. There have been 179 readers 
during the 22 Sunday afternoons, an average of 8 persons each 
Sunday. The use of the reading room on both week days and 
Sunday is less than last year. Comparing the figures for the 
reading room use this year with ten years ago, our last year in 
the old quarters, we find the old rooms were used by 630 more 
readers. I believe this to be in a large measure due to the number 
who now read in the stacks and of whom no record is kept, 
whereas in the old library one must read in the reading room 
if he used the library at all for reading. 

To answer the question, how largely is your reading room 
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used by men, an account has been kept during the year. Only 
wage earners, or those having plainly reached man’s estate, were 
counted. This was quite possible in a town of our size where the 
desk attendant is acquainted with all the users. The record shows 
that 2,935 readers, or nearly one-third of all the users were men. 


The list of magazines kept on file is given elsewhere in detail. 


Books. 


According to the accession book the library contained on 
Dec. 31, 1908, 12,251 volumes. This means no more than that 
so many volumes have been added to the library, many books 
from that number had been discarded long before moving into 
the new building. For the past nine years a count of the books 
in each class has been made at stock taking time—each year this 
has been compared with the year’s additions and the count of the 
previous year. ‘This year we feel perfectly justified in estab- 
lishing. the number of books in each class, this we have given in 
an appended table. ‘The total of all the classes shows the library 
to contain 9,578 volumes. In future the counting will be omitted, 
and from the figures established this year a record of books added 
and withdrawn will be kept. The appended table gives not only 
the size, but the growth and use of the library during the year. 
The titles of books bought with the Gen. Draper money and the 
Bancroft Fund are also appended. 


GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS. 


After returning to the Superintendent of Documents at 
Washington the 1,059 volumes for which we had no practical 
use, missing volumes of the sets retained were promptly furnished 
through the kindness of our Representative, Hon. J. W. Weeks. 
The library now has the following sets complete as stated:

It is the plan that these sets be kept up to date as issued by the 
government. A set of A. L. A. cards, some 800 in number, 
analyzing the articles in the Smithsonian reports, have been pur- 
chased, though they are not as yet filed in the catalogue. It seems 
wise to buy Library of Congress cards for the remaining govern- 
ment documents noted, so that all the government books placed 
in the basement stack-room will be represented in the card cata- 
logue by printed cards. ‘There are from fifty to a hundred odd 
volumes not given in the list of sets, which have yet to be classi- 
fied and catalogued. These government publications are much 
less generally seen and known, because of the necessity of shelving 
in the basement ; but they should not for this reason be neglected, 
for they contain a wealth of information along special lines, not 
otherwise available. 


PRINTED CATALOGUES. 


While all the recent additions are regularly printed in the 
Milford Journal, yet there has always been a call for printed lists, 
preferably with annotations, that can be used at. home, by those 
who more often send than come to the library. To meet this de- 
mand in the class of books most circulated, we purchased in No- 
vember copies of the H. W. Wilson catalogue of selected fiction. 
We have more fiction than is there listed, and some is given which 
we do not own, yet so great is the proportion that our library 
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contains that this catalogue sald at 10 cents a copy is proving a 
financially possible solution of the problem. A bound copy has 
been placed above the card catalogue case, in which the titles that 
may be found in the library are marked in red ink. 


WoRK WITH SCHOOLS. 


Sixty-eight books have been sent to the South Hopedale 
school, for use there. Through January, February and March 
the bulletin board in Grade VI was continued, the class learning, 
individually and in groups, to use certain indexes, encyclopaedias, 
and the juvenile card catalogue. The Freshman class at the 
High school came once to the library for a lesson on history refer- 
ence books and their use. 


LocaAL HIsTorY. 


The only addition to this collection, during the year, has been 
in the form of photographs for the loose-leaf album. Of these 
thirty-five prints, nearly all are of older Hopedale, as it no longer 
exists. Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Ball gave ten prints, Mr. J. S. Henry 
three and Miss H. B. Sornborger two. ‘The rest were secured by 
purchase. 


EXHIBITS. 


‘The Library Art Club has sent us fifteen exhibits as follows: 
Sargent paintings; Rouen; English photogravures; Boydell’s 
Shakespeare; Pompeii; Yellowstone, No. 1; Salisbury; Italian 
art; Japan, No. 1; Boston and Maine Railroad; Pagan Rome, 
No. 1; Pagan Rome, No. 2; Japan, No. 2; Wells Cathedral ; 
Mexico. 

The fifth annual exhibit of amateur photography was held from 
December seventh, through the twentieth. ‘There were 125 pic- 
tures and three exhibiters, Mr. and Mrs. F. E. Ball, Mr. Ernest 
Bragg and Mr. J. S. Henry. Though the numbers of exhibiters © 
was less than usual, the pictures as hung by Miss Varney made a 
most attractive and interesting display, which was visited during 
the two weeks by 571 people.
